Response to Arguments 



5. Applicant's arguments filed 5/2/00 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Mat sui provides an anisotropic element according to the shape of the shape of the 
terminals. Matsui further provides all teachings of claim 1 comprising; a conductive layer on the 
target surface, placing a plurality of electrical components Fig (5a) on the conductive layer; and 
pressing the assembly together (column 2 In 15-16). The applicants arguments are directed tp the 
newly added limitation , that are presented in the claims preamble and not the claims structure. 
The newly added limitations would be more favorable if the limitations were added to the claim 
body to define the method of surface mounting a plurality of components.
